With the prodigal opportunities of 
Southern California as the magnet. 
$6,000,000 in the pockets of 25,00¢ 
persons will begin a westward march 
tomorrow from the country east of 
the Rockies. The impetus for this 
sub-treasury mevement will be fur- 
nished by the railroads, who at mid- 
night tonight will piace colonists’ 
tickets on sale at 15,000 atations scat- 
tered from the Great Lakes to the 
Gulf of Mexico and from the Atlantic 
seaboard to the Rockies. ° 

Though actuality has a habit of

Burleson Solves Problem of 
Parcel Post Delivery.

Carriers Often Swamped by 
Rush of Packages. 


Contracts With Government

i {BY DIRECT WIRE To THE TOES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Sept. 23. — [Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The introduction of the 
parcel post system in this country 
has made a problem for stage drivers 
so serious that many have been on 
the point of canceling their mail con- 
tracts with the government. The 
Postoffice Department is, however, 
using every effort to overcome the 
difficulty, and Postoffice Inspector 
Jease S. Roberts of this city, who Is 
carrying out the instructions of the 
Postmaster-General in his district in 
this matter, is confident that a satis- 
factory solution will soon be reached. 

With the introduction of the parcel 
post system, with its cheap frates, 
goods that were formerly sent 
through the express companies were 
dispatched mail matter, with the 
result that the stage operators found 
themselves swamped with so many 
packages that delivery on schedule 
time was often Impossible. 

Now, however, Postmaster-General 


Burleson has announced that the 
clause in the post law pro- 
viding for the weighing of parcels 


at stage stations will be carried into 
effect. This means that every, parcel 
will be put on the stales and the 
stage operator paid for it according 
to weight, tn addition to his com- 
pensation from the government for 
carrying out the regular matfl con- 
tract. This method, says Roberts, 
will make the parcel system re- 
munerative to the stage operators.

The output of the Standard Ol! 
Cempany last month probably totalled 
nearly 1,000,000 barrels, while the 
production of the Associated Oil Com- 
pany, including the Amal¢e is 
about $00,000 barrels a month. The 
yield of the Kern Trading and Oll 
Company is nearly 700,000 barrels, 
while that of the Union-Agency is fig- 
ured at 1,300,000 to 1,400,000 barrels, 
As an individual producer the Union, 
however, ranks fourth in the size of 
its output. Although the Agency ls 
@ co-operative organization made up 
of a large number of individual com- 

les, it may, for practical purposes; 

considered, in figuring the produc- 
tlon which it centrols, as a composite 
concern, combined with the Union. 

Some interesting comparisons fre- 
garding the production of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company in this State, are 
given in a recent issue of the Califor- 
nia Oil World.

It is exceeded by the 
Shell-Royal Dutch comDine, and a 
few others, while the total output of 
the Mexican Petroleum is in excess of 
the Standard’s July figures for 
Galifornia. The output of the 
)Sheli-Royal Dutch, . however, is 
,that of combination of cor- 
porations operating all over the 
world, while the figures for the Stand- 
ard in California are for one com- 
pany only, a former subsidiary of the 
Standard of New Jersey, an. one 
of the many branches of the Stand- 
ard interests.” 

During the past few months the 
dard has made rapid strides in in- 
creasing its production in the State, 
principally on account of the success 
attained on such leases as for in- 
stance, the McNee, in Midway field 
and the Emory in Fullerton, and it ap- 
pears that the big company is in a 
position to add sati!l greater amount to 
its monthly output in short order 
through the development of these 
leases. 

There ate two wells on the McNee 
lease which were recently rted to 
be yielding 20,000 to 20,000 rrele a 
Gay together, while on the WEmory 
lease a new gusher of about 2000 bar- 
rels capacity has just been brought 
in.
